$8007 SHORTAGE 
IN COURT CLERK'S 
FUNDS REPORTED 


John P. (Jack) Connolly 
Suspended After Audit 
by Comptroller Nolte — 
Admits Responsibility. 


A shortage of $8907 in the ac- 
counts of John P. (Jack) Connolly, 
erk of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
n, representing receipts of 
his office from Jan. 1, 1940, to 
Wednesday night, was reported by 
Comptroller Louis Nolte to the 
Judges of the court today, follow- 
ing an audit by members of Nolte’s 
staff. 
Connolly was suspended last 
night by Judges James W. Griffin 
and David W. FitzGibbon of the 
Court of Criminal Correction after 
he had admitted responsibility for 
the shortage in a conference in 
the office of Prosecuting Attorney 
James P. Finnegan. 
Connolly asked for a delay on 
the suspension until 3:30 o’clock 
this afternoon, saying it would give 
him a chance to “straighten the 
matter out.” Judge Griffin refused 
the request, but told Connolly that 
if he restored the funds by that 
time he would be returned to of- 
fice. 
The audit was started two weeks 
ago after the Comptroller’s office 
had notified the Judges that Con- 
nolly had made no report or return 
of funds to the Comptroller since 
Jan. 16, 1940. A quarterly account- 
ing is required under the law. 
Prosecutor Finnegan said he 
would issue a misdemeanor infor- 
mation against Connolly charging 
failure to make reports. Maximum 
penalty under the charge is $1000 
fine and a year in the Workhouse. 
Deputy Comptroller Charles L. 
Cunningham told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Connolly had been irregu- 
lar in filing reports for the last 


in 1939 and one in 1938. Connolly 
filed a report in 1937 after a “dis- 
cussion” with the Comptroller’s of- 
fice, Cunningham said. 

The audit report, copies of which 
were sent to the Judges and to the 
National Surety Corporation, which 
signed Connolly’s surety bond for 
$5000, was signed by E. James Hu- 
ber and Thomas F. Jennings, aud- 
itors and members of the Comp- 
troller’s staff. 

The report stated the auditors 
found that $8907 had been paid into 
the office of the clerk, “but that 
said clerk up to this time has failed 
to return these monies belonging to

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP).— 
The Senate’ Military Committee to- 
day recommended a sweeping in- 
vestigation of contract letting in 
the national defense program. 

The committee sent to the Senate 
a resolution for the appointment of 
a special committee of seven Sen- 
ators “to make a full and complete 
study and investigation of the op- 
eration of the program for the pro- 
curement and construction of sup- 


plies, materials, munitions, vehicles, 
aircraft, vessels, plants, camps and 
other articles and facilities in con- 
nection with the national defense.” 
The resolution, by Truman 
(Dem.), Missouri, recommended 
that $25,000 be given the investi- 
gators with broad powers to require 
testimony of witnesses and of fie

ROOSEVELT CITE’ 
LEAK OF SEERET 
ARMY TESTIMONY 


Calls It Harmful to De- 
fense, Poses Question of 
Ethics of Congressmen, 
Editors, Broadcasters.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt called today for 
public discussion of the. ethics, 
morals and patriotism of members 
of Congress who disclose and news- 
papers and radios which publish 
reports of secret testimony about 
national defense such as that yes- 
terday by Gen. George C. Marshall, 
chief of staff, to the Senate Mili 
tary Affairs Committee. He said 
it would be interesting to see what 
Congress does about the problem. 

The President held up at his 
press conference a single typewrit- 
ten page, which he said contained 
what Gen. Marshall had .actually 
told the committee at its executive 
meeting. This statement, he con- 
tinued, was completely different 
from what appeared in published 
accounts of the Executive Commit- 
tee meeting. Publication of the 
purported testimony, he asserted, 
had been definitely harmful to the 
national defense. 

He declined to make public the 
Marshall statement, observing with 
a smile that such action would be 
compounding a felony. 

After cautioning reporters not to 
write that he showed anger while 
making his remarks, the President 
carefully selected his words and 
singled out his targets—members 
of Congress who divulge secret tes- 
timony, heads of Washington news- 
paper bureaus who place such in- 
formation on the telegraph wire, 
and newspaper owners, editors and 
desk men, who. are directly re- 
sponsible for publication. He ab- 
solved reporters, observing that 
any reporter worth his salt would 
try to find out what went on at 
executive sessions of congressional 
committees and report the informa- 
tion obtained to his office.

The result has been to start de- 
tense officials on a fresh canvass 
of available supplies in search of 
aircraft that can be spared to re- 
inforce the Greeks in their struggle 
with the Italians. 

Greece’s renewed plea for the 
assistance promised by President 
Roosevelt reached here just before 
the signing this week of the Turk- 
ish-Bulgarian non-aggression pact, 
which may exert a decisive effect 
on the future of Greece. 
Undersecretary of State Sumner 
Welles said today that considera- 
tion was being given to Greece’s 
request and he indicated some ac- 
tion might be taken soon. 

Cimon P. Diamantopoulos, the 
Greek Minister, conferred with 
Welles yesterday. It was reported 
that they had discussed Greece's 
situation in the light of the most 
recent developments, including the 
Turkish-Bulgarian pact, and that 
the question of speedy American 
aid had been “mentioned.” 

The problem of finding planes 
for Greece is admittedly beset with 
difficulties, for aircraft factories 
already are loaded with orders for 
the army, navy, Britain and China. 
The question, however, was under- 
stood to be under study by the

On Aid to Greece and Turkey. 

Gen. Dill, neutral sources be- 
lieved, would tell Greeks and Turks 
just what help Britain could give 
them in event Germany attempted 
to strike at Greece through Bul- 
garia—and also what aid may be 
expected from the United States. 

Every assurance was reported to 
have been given Greece within the 
last two weeks that Britain not 
only is willing to continue its air 
support but is capable of throwing 
a large number of troops into the 
Greek campaign. 

It was Eden’s third visit to Cairo 
since the war began. Observers 
recalled that his appearance here 
last fall as War Secretary was foi- 
lowed quickly by a smashing Brit- 
ish offensive in North Africa. 


New Crossing of Juba. 


British general headquarters an- 
nounced today that its forces in- 
vading Italian Somaliland had 
forced a new crossing of the Juba 
River north of the original bridge- 
head. The Juba had been the 
chief line of Italian resistance in 
this southernmost of Italy’s East 
African holdings.

Italians in Eritrea Battling Force 
of 100,000, Rome Reports. 

ROME, Feb. 21 (AP).—The Brit- 
ish army driving into Eritrea from 
the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan is a 
force of 100,000 men, “amply sup- 
plied with motor trucks, artillery 
and tanks,” an official Italian state- 
ment said today.

The procedure now will be for 
McDaniel to file with the Legisla- 
ture a petition asking that he be 
permitted to produce proof of 
fraud, irregularities and the illegal 
expenditure of money in the Re- 
publican campaign. 

His petition, it is expected, will 
specify certain precincts in which 
he will allege there were violations 
of the law.

In 
the so-called investigation, which 
will be abandoned, the Legislature 
appointed a partisan committee of 
six Democrats and four Republi- 
cans. 

The Republicans are prepared to 
make a vigorous fight against that 
kind of committee and will insist 
on having equal representation with 
the Democrats. In a similar oppo- 
sition to the investigating commit. 
tee, they had the aid of several 
Democratic Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, but not enough to con- 
trol the joint assembly. 

Charles Ferguson, chairman of 
the Republican State Committee,

If we do this, we 
are in the war, without restrictions 
or limitations and we must aid in 
its prosecution to an imposed peace 
our way...” 

Those who were willing to ac- 
cept war now, Gillette continued, 
must be willing to accept the dan- 
gers of defeat as well as the re- 
sponsibilities of victory. 


On Purpose of Bill. 


“Every proponent of this bill 
states that its purpose is to aid 
our defense by buying time to pre- 
pare,”-he said. “They want to di- 
vert the meager war resources 
which we now have and the pro- 
duction capacity of America to im- 
mediate effective aid to Great Brit- 
ain even if, as most of, them ad- 
mit, it means immediate war. 

“I am not ready to consent to 
this diversion of our defense needs 
unless there is no other way in 
which we can prepare for attack. 
I am not ready to gamble all the 
future security of America on this 
exceedingly tenuous hope that our 
assistance will be timely enough 
to turn the tide. 

“There is not a man in Great 
Britain or in America who has 
dared to assert that such assist- 
ance as can be rendered in the 
near future, even if this bill is 
enacted, could give any effective 
assurance or probability of British 
victory.” 

Gillette contended at length that 
the bill, as presently drawn, would 
permit the President to “give away 
the navy” and to seize foreign ships 
in American ports and turn them 
over to belligerents. By chang- 
ing the present designation of com- 
bat zones, the President also could 
make it possible for American ves- 
sels to travel to belligerent ports, 
he said.

Circulation of these rumors was 
followed by concentration of Brit- 
ish defense forces in Malaya, the 
laying of mines around Singapore 
and the “concrete” shaping up of 
American defense activities in the 
Far East, it said. 

“Further,” Chugai continued, “the 
United States is preparing to, re- 
sort to economic blockade opera- 
tions against Japan.” 

“Encirclement” Charge. 

Other newspapers contributed to 
a chorus of critical comment on 
what is called here “the four-Power 
economic and strategic encircle- 
ment of Japan,” in which the main 
roles are given the United States 
and Britain, assisted by Australia 
and the Dutch East Indies. 

Asahi gave prominence to a New 
York dispatch asserting that “the 
United States’ immediate concern 
is to check Japan’s southward ad- 
vance.” : 

“Outstanding instances of this,” 
the dispatch said, “are the bill for 
reinforcement of defense equip- 
ment on the islands of Guam and 
Samoa and other Pacific bases 
(passed Wednesday by the House 
of Representatives) and the execu- 
tive order barring entry into stra- 
tegical bases in the Pacific.” 

Asahi made several references to 
American-British co-operation in 
the Pacific. 

In connection with Matsuoka’s 
statement concerning mediation, it 
was reported that confusion had 
arisen from the use in the Japanese 
press of the word “message.” 

Asahi, on its own authority and 
without crediting a source, said 
the Foreign Minister’s “memoran- 
dum” informed Britain that if it 
“adjusts military preparedness and 
engages in various operations (in 
East Asia) on the supposition that 
some urgent situation was bound 
to occur in the Pacific and South 
Seas areas, Japan naturally would 
be compelled to cope with it.” 

The newspaper Hochi, on the 
other hand, indicated the wide 
range of opinion on the subject 
by commenting in a daily column: 
“Matsuoka’s utterances always 
cause disturbance both at home and 
abroad. He talks too much, es- 
pecially at Diet sessions.” 

The whole subject of the “memo- 
randum” or “message” to Britain 
was reported to be causing wide- 
spread Government discomfiture 
and nervousness. 

United States Ambassador Joseph 
C. Grew was scheduled for a con- 
ference at the Foreign Office to- 
morrow. 


U. S. GOODS ISSUE IN 
TOKYO-FRENCH ROW 


HANOI, French Indo-China, Feb. 
21 (AP).—Reliable sources reported 
last night that a serious dispute 
had arisen between the Japanese 
and French authorities over Japa- 
nese demands for $10,000,000 worth 
of American and Chinese-owned 
goods stored in Haiphong ware- 
houses. 

These sources said Japanese mili- 
tary authorities demanded that the 
French requisition the goods and 
hand them over to the Japanese, 
but that the French flatly refused 
and said that if the Japanese want- 
ed the goods they must seize them 
and take the responsibility them- 
selves. 

The supplies include American 
trucks, tires and other materials 
which were en route to China when 
the Japanese cut off the Haiphong- 
Kunming route last September. 

The Japanese, in making their 
demands, were said to have begun 
by stressing their right to direct 
Indo-China’s economic affairs be- 
cause “this country is part of the 
‘Greater East Asia’ prosperity 
sphere.” 


Chinese Report 90 More Japanese 

Planes Have Reached Hanoi. 

CHUNGKING, China, Feb. 21 
(AP)—The Central Daily News, 
Chinese Government organ, said 
today that 90 additional Japanese 
warplanes had landed at Hanoi, 
French Indo-China. 

The newspaper also said the 
Japanese had demanded that the 
French Colonial Government speed 
up road building and bridge con- 
struction in Tonking Province.

$18,000 TO MAN IN FALL 
INTO ELEVATOR rf 


City Had Demanded That 
Lifts Be Repaired. 


Bernard Post, milk delivery man, 
who was seriously injured when he 
fell down the shaft of an elevator 
which the city had threatened to 
seal and which the owners were 
operating on a temporary certifi- 
cate, was paid $18,000 in settlement 
of his personal injury suit, inspec- 


tion of Missouri Compensation 
Commission records disclosed to- 
ay. 

Lawyers, discussing the case, 
have said they believed it was one 
of the largest settlements of a per- 
sonal injury suit without a trial in 
recent years. 

Post, who is 41 years old and 
lives at 2821 Sidney street, suffered 
a fractured ankle and hip, shock 
and internal injuries last April 5 
when he stepped into the open ele- 
vator shaft in a building at 709 
Pine street and fell 12 feet while 
delivering milk. He sued for $50,- 
000 damages and the case was 
scheduled to be tried last Monday 
in Circuit Court. 

Repairs Demanded. 
Investigation by Daniel P, Rear- 
don, attorney for Post, showed that 
the owners of the building, the 
Davis estate, and their agents, 
Isaac T. Cook & Co., had been no- 
tified by letter by the city on Jan. 
30, 1940, that the freight elevator 
was being operated in violation of 
the city ordinance. The city as- 
serted the owners had failed to 
equip the elevator with interlock- 
ing devices. 

The owners were given 30 days 


to repair the elevator or face the 


prospect of having it sealed, Rear- 
don tald a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
At the expiration of the 30 days, 
the temporary permit was granted, 
he gaid, and in this period Post 
had his fall. The elevator was of 
the old cable-operated type. Post 
charged the property owners with 
negligence and they filed an an- 


tributory negligence. 

The fact that settlement had 
been made become known when it 
was found that Post and Reardon 
had appeared before the compensa- 
sation commission and paid over 
to the commission $90 in benefits 
Post had received from the Quality 
Dairy Co., his employers, and the 
dairy’s insurors, while his suit was 
pending. The commission, in turn,

42 Per Cent Are Volunteers. 
Of the group, 69 men, or 42 per 
cent, are volunteers who offered 
to take their training immediately, 
without waiting for their order 
numbers to be called. Two of the 
volunteers were 19 years old and 
had to obtain their parents’ ¢on- 
sent, as required by the act. 
For the first time, the entire con- 
tingent of one ward, the Ninth, 
consisted altogether of conscripted 
men, Previously there have been 
at least a few volunteers from each 
ward. The Ninth Ward quota was 
for 20 men. 

The remaining wards will send 
their contingents next week, com- 
pleting the February quota of 1208 
men for St. Louis and St. Louis 
County.

Confiscated in Two Months— 
Most of It From Ger- 
many and Russia. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AF). 
More than 75,000 pieces of foreign 
propaganda have been confiscated 
by postal authorities in the last 
two months, Postmaster General 
Walker said yesterday. Russia and 
yermany were the principal sources, 
he added. 

Some of the matter, which in all 
was said to weigh 15 tons, was sent 
from Japan and small amounts 
from England and Italy, Walker 
said, 

The mail was seized on the ground 
that it was non-mailable, in that it 
emanated from agents of foreign 
countries living abroad who have 
ndt registered with the State De- 
partment as such. 

Walker made the disclosure in a 
letter to the Senate Postoffice Com- 
mittee. He said he believed the 
policy of disclosure and 
of foreign activities rather than 
attempting to suppress them was 
“entirely sound.” He intimated the 
remedy against future flow of prop- 
aganda mail lay in more complete 
disclosure rather than censorship. 

Walker made this suggestion: 

“Existing legislation might be 
changed in the direction of requir- 
ing that all propaganda material 
be properly labeled, copies to be 
filed with the Government for in- 
spection by appropriate officials 
and by the public, and that certain 
information as to the source of the 
material be published in the printed 
matter itself along the lines of ex- 
isting regulations with respect to 
second-class mail.” 


ROME MILLER, MILLIONAIRE 
HOTEL OWNER, DIES IN WEST

Rome Miller, who started as a 
dishwasher at the old Planters 
Hotel and came back 40 years later 
as a millionaire guest, died today at 
Los Angeles, where he had lived in 
retirement for 20 years.

Repre- 
sentative Celler is chairman of the 
subcommittee, but illness has pre- 
vented his serving. Tolan has been 
acting chairman. 
Parliamentary Maneuver. 

Both bills were written to amend 
the judicial code, although the ac- 
tual effect of either would be to 
amend the section of the Federal 
Communications Act of 1934 which 
prohibits interception of or listen- 
ing to telephone or telegraph mes- 
sages by “any person” other than 
employes or persons for whom the 
messages are intended. By this par- 
liamentary maneuver the bills were 
referred to the Judiciary Commit- 
tee. Had they been drafted to 
amend directly the Communications 
Act, which would have been the 
logical procedure, they would have 
been referred to the Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee, 
where reception might not have 
been so friendly. 

The Hobbs bill, which has the 
preference of the Department of 
Justice, would confer the broader 
powers on governmental officials. 
It provides: 

“Notwithstanding any other pro- 
visions of law, whenever the head 
of any executive department of 
the United States has reasonable 
grounds for believing that a felony 
cognizable under any law of the 
United States the enforcement of 
which is under his jurisdiction, has 
been committed, is being commit- 
ted, or may be about to be com- 
mitted, and he so certifies, any 
investigatorial agency forming a 
part of such department may, in 
connection with investigation, de- 
tection, or prevention of such fel- 
ony or the apprehension of the 
perpetrators thereof, intercept, lis- 
ten in on, or record telephone, tele- 
graph, radio, and any other simi- 
lar messagés or communications.” 

Terms of Walter Bill. 

The Walter bill would not au- 
thorize the heads of executive de- 
partments to certify that “any in- 
vestigatorial agency” in the de- 
partments concerned could tap 
wires, but would limit such per- 
mission to “a judge of a United 
States District Court, or of a state 
or territorial court of record, or 
a United States Commissioner.” 
The bill further provides that be- 
fore issuing such permits the ju- 
dicial officer shall examine on oath 
the applicant and any witness that 
he may produce, and require their 
affidavits or take their depositions 
in writing. The affidavits or depo- 
sitions would have to set forth 
the facts tending to establish the 
grounds of the application or prob- 
able cause for believing that they 
existed. 

This procedure is similar to that 
required for search warrants. 

Although Alexander Holtzoff, spe- 
cial assistant to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, has taken an active part in 
sponsoring the two bills, they prop- 
erly cannot be called “administra- 
tion measures.” They were too 
drastic for J. Ed Hoover, direc- 
tor of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation, who testified this week 
that the scope of the Hobbs bill 
should be limited to espionage, sab- 
otage, kidnaping and _ extortion. 
Since these crimes are almost en- 
tirely under the jurisdiction of the 
Department of Justice, other de- 
partments would not be benefited 
by the enactment of the bill.

Protest From. CIO. 


Phillip Murray, president of the 
CIO, protested to Chairman Tolan 
in the following words: 


“I know of no procedure which 
would undermine the morale and 
sense of freedom on the part of 
the American people as much as 
the knowledge that the executive 
departments of the government are 
free to engage in wholesale wire- 
tapping and censorship of the mails. 

“This would be permitted under 
the Hobbs bill. In addition, I wish 
to point out that in our judgment 
the practice of wire-tapping is such 
that it cannot be restricted through 
any specific legislative safeguards. 

The permission to any investiga- 
tory agency that it may wire-tap, 
though limited to specific cases, 
might necessarily result in the 
very invasion of privacy and in- 
terference with other civil liberties 
which have been guaranteed to 
the people through the bill of 
Rights and Constitution. 

“In the past eminent jurists and 
leaders of Congress have con- 
demned wire-tapping as a ‘dirty 
and filthy business.’ Today is cer- 
tainly not the time that our gov- 
ernment should undertake any 
such practice with its attendant 
dangers to our democratic institu- 
tions.”

Thus 
Italy will remain exposed to Brit- 
ish blows, gaining only a cessation 
of arms in Albania. But we have 
not yet seen any German advance 
into Bulgaria, nor any German 
threat to Greece, nor indeed any 
evidence whatever that Germany 
actually is moving southward into 
the territory beyond the Danube. 

The situation is one of “excur- 
sions and alarums,” with so many 
unknown factors—Turkey, Bulga- 
ria, Yugoslavia and the Army of 
the Nile—that the conclusion to be 
reached is that no conclusion 
should be reached until the returns 
are all in. We are so accustomed 
to assuming that the Germans are 
the only people who can play the 
war of nerves that we are likely to 
forget that Churchill is a formida- 
ble opponent in that game, and 
holds quite a few unplayed cards in 
his hand. 


PANAMA ISSUES DISCLAIMER 
ON VESSELS IN WAR TRADE 


Government Refuses to Be Respon- 
sible for Activities of Ships 
Flying Its Flag. 
PANAMA, Feb. 21 (AP).—Risks 
of war trade by ships under Pana- 
ma registry were placed on the ves- 
sels’ operators today by an official 
Government disclaimer of responsi- 

bility. 

The disclaimer, an executive dec- 
laration by President Arnulfo Arias, 
affects a number of foreign ships, 
including American, which have 
taken advantage of Panama’s lib- 
eral maritime regulations to engage 
in trade with belligerents under 
Panama registry. 

(United States neutrality laws for- 
bid American ships to enter desig- 
nated combat zones.) 

Informed sources here viewed 
Arias’ declaration as an effort to 
clear Panama of any responsibility 
for ships which resort to Panama 
registry for the express purpose of 
engaging in traffic with belliger- 
ents, 

The statement said the Govern- 
ment had unofficial information 
that ships under Panama registry 
had engaged in activities which 
“could involve Panama if it were 
understood they developed with the 
approval of its Government.”

The London pediatrician’s letter 
was published, the editor wrote, 
because it fits closely the theme of 
the editorial, and “in addition gives 
a graphic picture of the life of a 
physician in total warfare.” 


The writer of the letter served in 
the World War before studying 
medicine, and is now a specialist in 
London, The Journal explains that 
in England “pediatrics is practiced 
purely as a specialty, and the pedia- 
trician sees only patients referred 
to him by the general practitioner.” 

Nearly a year before the begin- 
ning of the present war, the London 
specialist wrote, he inquired as to 
his opportunity for service in the 
event of hostilities. “I was told 
then by officials at the British 
Medical Association,” he wrote, 
“that my right course was not to 
try and enter the medical divisions 
of any of the combat services. They 
needed principally junior men for 
general service, and men like my- 
self, who were specialists attached 
to hospitals, and on the wrong side 
of 40, would be required for duty 
among civilians.” 


Private Practice Over. 


The writer and his wife, also a 
physician, were assigned in case of 
need to an asylum outside London 
on the East Side, in Essex. About 
a week before the outbreak of hos- 
tilities they signed contracts by 
which they became Civil Servants, 
at rates of pay corresponding to 
those in the Army Medical Corps, 
upon call to duty. The call came 
Oct. 5, 1939. 

“From that moment,” he wrote, 
“private practice for me has com- 
pletely ceased.” — 

In January, 1940, the physician 
resumed attendance at the chil- 
dren’s department of London Gen- 
eral Hospital. In March, he and 
his wife were transferred to a hos- 
pital 25 miles outside London. 

“T had just got the Sector Chil- 
dren’s Unit running,” he wrote. “It 
was to supply the needs of a large 
area and promised to be a really 
good show, when the German on- 
slaught on Belgium, Holland and 
France started. I need hardly tell 
you how we felt at this time, ex- 
cept to assure you when at the end 
of five of the most anxious weeks 
I can ever remember, France 
chucked in her hand, we were still 
all determined and _ confident, 
though fully aware of our extreme 
peril. Anyone who may have sug: 
gested that we were likely then to 
cave in didn’t know what he was 
talking about. There never was 
and never will be any faltering. 
Dunkerque was a truly wonderful 
show, but it was, of course, part 
of a first class military. catastrophe 
on the continent and this frightful 
blow only. served to pull us to- 
gether. pees ae : 

“We always have been, for bettter 
or worse, pretty slow starters, but 
at the same time we've always 
proved strong finishers in the end 
and I think I can assure you that 
we still are running true to form.“ 

After the collapse of France, the 


children’s unit was closed down, 
and the specialist and his wife were 


moved to an institution 10 miles 
outside London, he for emergency 
work with adults,.she for anes- 
thetic duty. He sought to enter 
the army, but was told “that a 
physician of my standing was con- 
sidered to have greater value than 
for such purposes, and more truth- 
fully, that I probably would prove 
a darned bad general practitioner.” 
Later he was accepted as a medical 
specialist in the army “when need 
arises.” 


“We had just gotten settled down 
here thoroughly,” the physician 
wrote, “when the blitzkrieg com- 
menced in earnest. It hasn’t exactly 
been a picnic, but it is quite amaz- 
ing how undisturbed ordinary life 
has been. 

“In the first five weeks of the 
‘blitz’ we had some 200 air raid 
alarms. They occurred repeatedly 
by night, and still continue, and 
frequently by day also. By night 
the noise is pretty intense, since 
very soon after it all started our 
people initiated a heavy A. A. bar- 
rage. The drone of airplanes over- 
head is very disconcerting, as one 
gets the impression they are spe- 
cially looking out for your house, 
and one at first always imagined 


they were directly overhead! When | 


the cone of searchlights appeared 
to converge over the roof one felt 
still more certain of this. Now we 
have got used to such things, we 
don’t get much disturbe“, though 
the row at times is pretty tire- 
some. 


“From the end of August till the 
middle of October we never slept 
in our beds, always on mattresses 
on the floor, but this got an awful 
bore, dragging them up and down 
from bedroom to sitting room, so 
we revised things then. A—(his 
wife) now sleeps on her bed springs 
on the floor and mattress on top, 
head against an inside wall and 
legs under a grand piano which 
shelters her against possible fall- 
ing glass; I have my bed running 
along the same inside wall with a 
barricade between me and the win- 
dow ‘for a similar purpose. We 
carry our tin helmets and gas 
masks everywhere with us, Getting 
caught in the bath during an air 
raid is one of the minor hazards, 
as you feel less prepared for all 
eventualities! After the first two 
months of the blitzkrieg we got 
away for two weeks leave. 


Land Mines Dropped. 


“On our return things seemed 
rather quieter for a while; but 
then the nights became somewhat 
unsettled again and two weeks ago 
we experienced a cheery night in 
which the Germans dropped some 
80-90 bombs including four land 
mines in the neighborhood... The 
latter are the devil, they float down 
on parachutes and unless explod- 
ed in the air by gunfire make one 
hell of a mess on landing. On this 
night just to add to. our ety, 
one of them dropped quite close to 
our house. It made quite an ex- 
plosion, shook the place consid- 
erably, and blew out a number of

Mr. Haworth Discusses State Relief. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

RECENT editorial of yours, “Advo- 

cates for the Destitute,” criticised the 
State Social Security Commission in re- 
gard to its relief request for the bienni- 

um, 1941-42. 

Another recent editorial, “Again: A 
Relief Breakdown,” called attention to 
the commission’s request for direct relief 
and also stated that the food stamp plan 
in St. Louis is in danger “because the 
State Social Security Commission is not 
paying its bills,” and as a result, the re- 
volving fund for the food stamp plan in 
St. Louis cannot be reimbursed. 

I am sure you understand that payment 
of direct felief accounts in connection 
with the stamp plan must be made 
through the State Treasurer's office. Pay- 
ment of the amount due the City of St. 
Louis as a reimbursement for expendi- 
tures from the food stamp revolving 
fund is dependent upon funds being avail- 
able in the State Treasury, and, as I un- 
derstand it, tax collections at the present 
time are insufficient to meet these and 
other obligations. 

This very problem was called to the at- 
tention of the sponsors last June, when 
it was discussed in my office. At that 
time, it was explained that during cer- 
tain periods of the year revenue collec- 
tions are insufficient to pay direct relief 
orders, which were at that time written 
on the merchants, and that many mer- 
chants in the State of Missouri were com- 
pelled to hold their accounts until there 
were sufficient funds in the State Treas- 
ury to pay them. 

This would also hold true in replenish- 
ing the food stamp revolving fund. 

I wish to state that the commission, in 
planning its request for general relief for 
this biennium, realized the estimate to be 
conservative. However, it was planned 
during January, February, March and 
April for care of employable and unem- 
ployable cases. For the remaining 20 
months in the biennium, the budget re- 
quest provided care for only those cases 
determined to be unemployable. 

It was expected that general economic 
conditions would greatly improve after 
the first four months of 1941, due princi- 


8 pally to the program of national defense, 


and that unemployment would largely de- 
crease during the next biennium. : 
If, however, anticipated economic im- 
provements do not materialize, the com- 
mission will submit a, supplemental budg- 
et to the General Assembly for the care 
of employable direct relief cases during 
the last 20 months in the biennium, 1941- 


42. 

To some extent, this employment situ- 
ation is affecting the direct relief situ- 
ation at this time and is expected to 
improve further and decrease the number 
of employable persons requiring relief. 

Prior to May 1, 1941, the State Social 
Security Commission will again weigh the 
situation, and if industrial conditions and 
general employment have not come up 
to original expectations, a supplemental 
request for general relief funds will be 
made to the General Assembly. 

This letter is written merely to clarify 
some apparent misunderstandings which 
have arisen.

In those long-forgotten days around the turn of the 
nineteenth century, when the navies of the world 
were composed of wooden ships and iron men, it 
used to be an American boast that although one 
British seaman could whip two French or Dutch 
mariners, a Yankee tar could whip two of His Maj- 
esty’s sailors. The oak-ribbed frigates that these 
American salts manned were toasted as fit to lie 
yardarm to yardarm with any foreign man-o’-war 
and give two shots for every one received. 

But nowadays, as a result of the emphasis placed 
on invasion dangers said to be facing this hemi- 
sphere, of rather odd statistics presented by Secre- 
tary of the Navy Knox and of ambiguous statements 
made in advocacy of the lease-lend bill, there is a 
growing impression that the ships and tars of our 
present navy are of an inferior pattern and of a 
weaker breed. 

A packed gallery in the Senate last Monday heard 
the Democratic leader, Alben Barkley, declare: 
“Should the Axis Powers win, they will have a naval 
strength of two and a half times that of the United 
States, leaving out of consideration the British navy 
.. This statement followed by a month some much- 
quoted figures given out by Knox—and repeated by 
Knox in St. Louis yesterday—that listed our navy 
as possessing only 322 fighting ships of 1,250,000 
tonnage as compared to 658 German, Japanese and 
Italian warships of 1,835,0000 tons. 

Mr. Knox includes 15 battleships, 37 cruisers and 
159 destroyers for the United States as against 20 
battleships, 75 cruisers and 271 destroyers for the 
Axis. An inspection of the latest standard naval 
annuals shows that American naval constructors 
wisely sacrificed speed in favor of armor and guns. 
A little extra speed is handy when it comes to run- 
ning away, as the 500,000 tons of Italian navy has 
demonstrated so often, but American ships are built 
on the principle of staying afloat and slugging until 
the enemy has gone to the bottom. 

For instance, Japan has by far the most powerful 
of the three Axis fleets, yet her latest commissioned 
battleships are inferior to ours, as figures and graphs 
in the Feb. 18 issue of PM show. The Mikado’s 
monsters have belt plates three inches lighter than 
those of American battlewagons, the fire control tow- 
ers are guarded by 12 inches of steel compared to 16, 
and turret armor is 14 inches as compared to 18 on 
our ships. Comparison with Italian and German 
warships is even more favorable to the United States 
navy. Only Germany can rival the United States for 
ship protection afforded by water-tight compart- 
mentation. 

Right down the line, the cruisers of our navy are 
heavier gunned, better protected, carry more planes, 
have better air defense, greater cruising radius and 
are as speedy as all but a few “tinclad” Italian cruis- 
ers, such as the Australian navy recently took the 
measure of. Not one of our cruisers was commis- | 
sioned prior to 1923, and not one is of less than 7050 
tons. Most of them are 10,000-tonners, superior to those 
hardy British cruisers that riddled the vaunted Graf 
Spee. Of Japan’s 43 cruisers, 19 are of 5100 tons or 
less, including two bordering on the sampan class 
that were taken away from the Chinese, and several 
dating back to the World War. It is doubtful that 
they could cross the Pacific on their own power 
without escort of fuel and repair ships. 

Certainly many of the 271 Axis destroyers—which 
must include old torpedo boats—could not cross 
either ocean. Of Italy’s 26 cruisers, 12 are of 5100 
tons or less, several are ancient hacks and the major- 
ity were built just for operation in the Mediterranean 
instead of any place on the high seas. Germany has 
but six cruisers left, of which only two are of more 
than 6000 tons. 

Since tonnage and numbers are emphasized by Mr. 
Knox, why did he not include our Coast Guard, which, 
in time of war, becomes part of the navy? It really 
is a second navy of more than 150 patrol ships, vary- 
ing from 65 feet in length to more than 300 feet 
and manned by a personnel of 12,000. Its biggest 
craft, 2000-tonners, carrying four five-inch guns, are 
a match for some of the so-called Axis cruisers. And 
what of our fleet air arm, which is far ahead of that 
of any other navy? : 

What of our navy’s morale and efficiency, as com- 

pared to that of the Italians, who still follow their 
sole naval tradition of the battle of Lissa, first en- 
gagement between fleets of ironclads, where a badly 
outnumbered Austrian fleet routed the Italians? 
There is, of course, no comparison. : 
It the Axis should win the war, and the Italian 
fleet could be lured from the protection of land guns 
and mines to join in some desperate venture, what 
of the old axiom that a fleet outside the range of its 
bases loses 40 per cent of its efficiency? How would 
such a heterogeneous mass of ships co-operate in a 
sea engagement where utmost precision of movement 
and absolute discipline are primary essentials? 

Those are some of the factors that were not ap- 
parent in Barkley’s rather erroneous calculation, in 
Knox’s statistics and in ambiguous statements of 
others. It’s the age of the ships, their-design, the 
capabilities and morale of the crews, that push sta- 
tistics aside when the big guns thunder, bombs crash 
and torpedoes hiss through the water. 

No doubt, if the ghost of old John Paul Jones were 
piped over the side of one of our battleships, he 
would be fully content to take his chances once more 
with American ships and sailors, against any in- 
vaders. : | 
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McDANIEL DECIDES ON A CONTEST. 

Lawrence McDaniel has decided, after a conference 
with Chairman Hulen, to “file a petition with the 
Legislature for a contest for the office of Governor.” 

If McDaniel had done this originally, he would 
have spared himself and his party a lot of grief. 
Instead, his party embarked on the ill-starred 
scheme, knocked out Wednesday by the Supreme 
Court, to steal the governorship in violation of the 
State Constitution. 

The course McDaniel now has decided to pursue 
is clearly authorized by the Constitution and the 
statutes. It is the course the Republicans have said 
all along that he should pursue, and one which the 
Republicans have said they would welcome. 

Under the contest method, as distinguished from 
the attempted “inquiry,” all ballot boxes in the State 
can be opened and all ballots recounted, 

As we have said, if McDaniel thinks he was de- 
frauded in the election, the only way to find out 
is to recount all the ballots, and the contest method 
provides the machinery for this,

_ Although the State Social Security administrator 
suggests as much in a letter on this page, the 
Post-Dispatch is not under any migen de 
when it criticises relief policies. 

On Dec. 23, shortly after Mr. Haworth made his 
budget requests, we found that he had asked for a 
total of almost $80,000,000—roughly $26,500,000 more 
than he got for the last biennium for relief. | 

In spite of this enormous increase, he had reduced 
the direct relief figure from approximately $8,000,000 
to 37,300,000. It is true that he indicated that he 
might ask for more money later. 

Mr: Haworth states that defense activities will re- 
duce the number of unemployed. Social service 
workers declare this will have scant effect on the 
direct relief rolls because so many of those on them 
are not employable, 

Even if Mr. Haworth is right, the boom will have 
to cut their number in half if aid grants are to ap- 
proach the national average, let alone adequacy. 

Further, many Missourians in very real need have 
been refused aid on the flimsiest pf technicalities 
because there was no money. Will these not go far 
to offset any reductions? 

Mr. Haworth has asked $52,000,000 for old-age 
pensions—as much as was appropriated for all relief 
classifications during the last biennium! Here is 
an increase of about $17,000,000 for this one purpose. 

As for the breakdown in the food-stamp plan, 
direct blame for this does not attach to Mr. Ha- 
worth. We never were under the impression that 
he signs checks for the State. But why narrow re- 
sponsibility in this way? Social Security Commis- 
sion bills are not being paid. 

St. Louis set up a $200,000 revolving fund, Deputy 
Comptroller Cunningham explains, to relieve the 
commission of the necessity of honoring all its 
vouchers individually. The city agreed to take 
them from the merchants and present a lump-sum 
bill. But it did so with the understanding that it 
was to be reimbursed within a week or 10 days. 

Mr. Haworth might do well to urge on the State 
Auditor that St. Louis be paid out of such revenues 
as are being collected.

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THE JEWS OF VIENNA. 

Between the Vienna Woods and the Danube once 
stood one of the fairest cities of the Western world. 
It was not as rich as London, not as elegant as 
Paris, not as beautiful as Florence. But it was 
Vienna, the city of wine, women and waltzes, the 
city of good conversation and excellent eating. If it 
was in Roman days what it was later, Marcus Aure- 
Iius must have been happy to die there. 

Its buildings still stand—the baroque Belvedere 
palace, the classic Parliament, Hapsburg Schoen- 
brunn, the Opera House rivaling that of Paris, and 
over all, Gothic St, Stephen’s with the Imperial 
Eagles on its roof. But the people in its Ring- 
strasse have grim faces. 

Just now, 1000 of its Jewish citizens are being 
evacuated to the monstrous Ghetto that Hitler has 
established for the race around Lublia, in Poland. 
An even larger group has already been transported. 
Goering promised in 1938 that every Jew would be 
out of Vienna within four years. And what will 
Vienna be without its Jews? 

There were many of them there. They helped to 
ride its white Lipanzer horses; they went to its 
grand balls; they wrote its books in corners of the 
coffee houses; they danced in its ballets; they sang 
its songs which went all the way back to Walter von 
der Vogelweide and the dim origins of the Niebelun- 
gen epic. Now a conqueror would change all this. 

Vienna had its premonitions. The city never did 
recover from the anemia that came of the last war. 
With its Socialist municipal government, with its 
bold experiments in model housing for its working 
people, it tried to set a pattern for the renewal of 
the good life, But almost seven years ago to the 
day came the crack of doom. 

Vienna was delivered over to the Fascists. Doll- 
fuss, the man later slaughtered by the Nazis, was 
Chancellor. He gave in to the Heimwehr under 
Prince Starhemberg, who, ironically enough, now 
wears the uniform of De Gaulle’s Free French. The 
Heimwehr opened fire in the workers’ sections and 
there was an end of the old Vienna. Anschluss and 
what came after was no more than anti-climax. The 
Jews now departing have long known they were in 
the old city on borrowed time. ; 

But as they leave, there may still be a glint of 
hope in their hearts—at least for their children. 
They will remember that Vienna is old; that it has 
seen evil days before; that the Turks were once 
driven from its walls. : ‘

UR soldiers are being moved long dis- 

tances over the highways. So also are 

there movements, in vast amounts, of 
military equipment and supplies. The Fed- 
eral Government cannot tolerate interrup- 
tions at state lines to these movements be- 
cause a law or a regulation in one state hap- 
pens to differ in the main, or in details, from 
laws and regulations having to do with high- 
way transportation in other states. 

It is absolutely necessary that the com- 
merce clause of the Federal Constitution be 
given greater recognition in regard to high- 
way transportation. Interstate commerce, 
by the terms of the Constitution itself, is un- 
der the control of the Federal Government 
whenever Congress decides to exercise that 
control. Thus far in our history, owing pos- 
sibly to the newness of highway transporta- 
tion, as a nation we are floundering in our 
efforts to handle highway transportation as 
a national proposition. 

It is not meant to imply that states and 
their proper authorities should be eliminat- 
ed in regard to highway transportation any 
more than is the case with any other method 
of transport. But, on the other hand, it must 
be recognized that state rights should not be 
too severely maintained in regard to inter- 
state highway transportation unless at the 
same time the states recognize their respon- 
sibilities relative to highway commerce that 
flows across state lines. Stating it briefly, 
state rights, being very important, should be 
balanced against state responsibilities in re- 
gard to interstate commerce of all kinds. 

* * 7 


At the present time, we have 48 states 
wrestling with the highway barrier proposi- 
tion. A logical solution of this entire trou- 
ble would be for states to agree, so far as 
their laws are concerned, upon common pro- 
cedures. Much agreement has been reached; 
much yet remains to be attained. 

In these times of expanding Federal au- 
thority, it comes with bad grace for anyone 
to advocate still further expansion of Fed- 
eral powers. It is to be hoped that in the 
legislative sessions of 1941, during which 
year 43 State Legislatures will be in session, 
more evidence will be given pointing toward 
the willingness and the ability of states to 
work together to eliminate highway barriers 
than has heretofore been available. 

If this evidence, early in 1941, is not given 
by the trend of affairs at the many legisla- 
tive sessions, one may then be reasonably 
safe in concluding that the entrance of the 
Federal Government, in line with the au- 
thorities contained in the commerce clause 
of the Federal Constitution, will be the only 
effective method remaining to use in solving 
the highway barrier problem. 


problem is the lack of uniformity in sizes 
and heights of motor vehicles. It is, at first 
glance, a hopeless task to expect that 48 
Legislatures would adopt identical specifica- 
tions for length, height, width and load. But 
years ago, when railroads were young, there 
was a lot of diversity and lack of uniformity 
in railroad matters. Even the matter of 
gauge had to be taken in hand and legislated 
upon by the states so that there could be 
freer movement of interstate commerce. 
We are, in 1941, in a not dissimilar situa-

It is not 
an impossible task for the states to get to- 
gether and legislate and regulate in similar 
ways in regard to dimensions and specifica- 
tions of motor vehicles, Will the states do 
it? Or will the Federal Government, follow- 
ing many other trends of the present time, 
be compelled to assume national authority in 
regard to a matter which might well be han- 
dled by the states, if these very important 
units of government properly would balance 
their responsibilities against their rights in 
regard to interstate commerce on the roads 
of the nation?

The State of Texas may be used as an ex- 
ampie of one state varying so greatly, 
in its laws and regulations having to do 
with motor vehicles, from neighboring states 
as to point to a certain danger in which the 
Federal Government must take charge. 
Texas has a 7000-pound load jimit for motor 
vehicles under certain ‘conditions, 

What would happen if a convoy of motor 
vehicles—cannons, tanks and similar imple- 
ments of defense—all owned and operated 
by Uncle Sam and driven by Uncle Sam’s 
soldiers, should desire entrance into Texas? 
Of course, only one thing would happen: the 
7000-pound load limit would be brushed aside 
because the Federal Government, whether 
for defense or for peace activities, can take 
charge of interstate commerce on the roads, 
and particularly not only will be permitted 
but will be urged to do so by public opinion 
in all matters having to do with defense. 

Here is a direct and tangible instance in 
which Uncle Sam may ride the range of 
highway transportation, shooting from the 
hip, if the State of Texas does not recognize 
its interstate responsibilities in regard to 
transportation along with its State rights. 
The latter it undoubtedly has, but not to the 
extent that they supersede the delegated 
powers and authorities of the Federal Gov- 
ernment in regard to interstate commerce. 

All citizens have an interest in highway 
barriers, their prevention and removal, Ev- 
ery citizen who pays any part of the trans- 
portation bill of the nation, or who believes 
that this great nation should be bound to- 
gether by the amicable bonds of interstate 
commerce, has an interest in removing the 
highway barriers which exist and in pre- 
venting others being established. 

* ‘s * 


A step in the right direction to remove 
highway barriers is for the spirit of reci- 
procity to grow and flourish, rather than to 
be restricted, as in too many instances with- 
in the last decade, Reciprocity among the 
states ig the direct opponent of highway 
barriers. If the people believe, if Governors 
and legislators believe, that this is a great 
nation, with state lines for certain purposes 
but not for the purpose of controlling inter- 
state commerce, the victory has been won. 

Perhaps, after all is said and done, public 
opinion, next to the threatened entrance of 
the Federal Government into the highway 
barrier snarl, is the most effective way to 
rid the nation of these obstructions to in- 
terstate commerce, Public opinion, organiza- 
tion watchfulness, national defense—these 
might well be considered the trio which will 
eliminate the highway barriers with which 
the nation is now infested and prevent oth- 
ers being set up.

that this realization will only come 
if the President bluntly announces 
to the country, “Now we are going 
to roll up our sleeves, and produce 
what we need, no matter how hard 
we have to work, how many com- 
mon comforts we have to forego, or 
how much it costs us.” 


Business as Usual. 

F THE three principles in which 

this announcement is to be em- 

bodied, infinitely the most im- 
portant is the principle of total 
emergency. It is possible at the 
President’ will be asked to issue a 
proclamation for the purpose, sup- 
planting his proclamation of “lim- 
ited emergency” at the start of 
the ‘war. There are no pressing 
legal reasons for such a step, how- 
ever. What is really wanted is a 
firm presidential warning that a 
great defense program and business 
as usual are incompatible. 

Because the President wished to 

avoid undue dislocations of the 
normal national life and because 
the businessmen in the Defense 
Commission did not at first grasp 
the magnitude of their task, the 
defense effort was launched on the 
theory that defense production 
could simply be super-imposed on 
normal production. The theory has 
proven tragically false. Yet, even 
now, when defense needs conflict 
with normal business needs, argu- 
ment is inevitable. Often, in these 
arguments, defense needs come out 
second best. Defense officials are 
grimly determined to put a stop to 
this. df, for example, the air pro- 
gram requires machine tools in 
use in the button industry, the 
country will have to get on with 
fewer buttons, or buttons less fash- 
ionably elaborate. 


The effect of enunciating prin- 
ciple No. 1 would be largely psy- 
chological. The same holds true 
for principle No. 2, that the de- 
fense effort will not be permitted 
to become the excuse for price in- 
flation. Everyone in the Govern- 
ment is anxious to avoid rigid price 
controls. Both the businessmen 
and New Dealers agree that the 
best way to avoid price controls is 
for the President to declare, firmly 
but calmly, that controls will have 
to be imposed if prices get too far 
out of line. No crack-down is de- 
sired, on the lines of the President’s 
famous copper price statement. 
What is wanted is a simple, clear 
summary of the facts of the situa- 
tion. 


Finally, there is prineiple No. 3, 
the principle of a unified British-

HEN Britain was threatened 
with destruction, the whole 
Senate went on record for a 
two-ocean navy. That action is 
better evidence of what the Sen- 
ators really think, than anything 
they say now about the lease-lend 
bill. If they were acting respon- 
sibly last July, and of course they 
were acting responsibly, then their 
real conviction is that the possi- 
bility of a British defeat compels 
us to develop a navy large enough 
to resist a two-ocean attack. 

As Senator Walsh stated in a re- 
port on May 15 of last year: “From 
all the evidence available it appears 
that the United States can be de- 
feated and conquered without mili- 
tary conquest of continental Unit- 
ed States. Without a navy capable 
of controlling the sea areas against 
an enemy, an effective blockade 
against our foreign commerce can 
be established and maintained at 
points thousands of miles from our 
coasts and well beyond aircraft 
range. Our outlying possessions 
will be captured and used against 
us as advance bases. There will 
be nothing to*prevent the establish- 
ment of bases,’ by force if neces- 
sary, in this hemisphere, from 
which, as well as from aircraft 
carriers, repeated bombing raids 
can be dispatched against our high- 
ly industrialized areas. With 
the loss of our outlying possessions, 
our foreign commerce, and subject 
to continual raids upon our coastal 
areas, our ultimate defeat is inevi- 
table. It will be only a question of 
time, depending on how long our 
national will to further resist will 
hold out. Without the power to 
carry the fight to the enemy, there 
can be no alternative other than 
subjugation to his wishes.”

Intensive Training. 


Until recently, the air-crew can- 
didates were subjected to 32 weeks’ 
intensive training in Australia be- 
fore assignment abroad, The last 
eight weeks were spent in an ad- 
vanced training squadron, during 
which blind flying and other more 
difficult phases of aviation were 
mastered. Air observers and other 
specialists were put through simi- 
lar stages of eight weeks each. 

The pace is very stiff in these 
schools, and at each stage men 
who prove physically or mentally 
unequal to the exacting require- 
ments for air crews are culled out. 
The instructors, however, report a 
surprisingly small percentage of 
failures. This is due partly to the 
keen interest of the candidates and 
partly to the careful tests employed 
in selecting candidates for training.
